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DIVERSEY AVENUE WETLAND On the southwest corner of Leavitt and Diversey,

the Diversey Avenue Wetland is an attempt to

create a quiet shallow area with aquatic plants. 

A small corner of the river channel has been

fenced off and separated, and a few clumps of

native bulrush and sedges have been established

through the efforts of the Friends of the Chicago

River. Though not much has taken hold, more work

is slated for this area.

At street level, there’s a triangular-shaped 

park that is for passive use; it's a well-kept space

with park benches and a small plot of perennials.

The park provides a good view of the river, and

connects to the Chicago Riverwalk trail.
